HULL DOES BIT OF 
TIGHT-ROPE WALKING 


Best Chance Now for Co- 
Operation Lies Among 
Groups of Nations With 
Common Interests, Times 


Says.

LONDON, July 28—To the vast 
relief of participants, the worid 
eonomic conference whieh began 
here six weeks ago, stands ad- 
journed, subject to call in the in- 
definite future by its Steering Com- 
mittee. This committee in the 
meantime is authorized to prepare 
the ground for another meeting. 

The conference of 66 nations be- 
gan on a note of high optimism; 
it ended yesterday on a note of 
intense realism. The most ‘cheer- 
ful view that can be taken of re- 
ults is that, as Mr. Walter Runci- 
man said, it did “some useful work 
in exploration” and that the fin- 
ish was more amiable than seemed 
possible after the July 3 statement 
of President Roosevelt. 

With the exception of a minor 
agreement on marketing of silver, 
long deliberations of commissions, 
committees, sub-committees and 
sub-sub-committees were virtually 
barren of useful achievement. it 
was refreshing that speaxers at 
the final session, even when they 
iwelt with mild optimism on pos- 
sible results in the future, did not 
attempt to conceal the fact that 
the conference had yielded nothing 
¢ importance. That fact, indeed, 
vas too palpable to be concealed 
ty any rhetoric. 

Prime Minister MacDonald, presi- 
ent of the conference, put the best 
possible face on the outcome when 
he said the meeting had not ended 
its labors, but*was only taking a re- 
cess. He closed by expressing the 
‘firm conviction” that before many 
months he would again be weicom- 
ing the delegates. 


Lions in the Way. . 

Former Gov. Cox, chairman of 
the Monetary Commission of the 
conference, likewise threw out hope 
of agreements at some future gath- 
ering. But he did not blink the 
ifficulties in the way of world co- 
operation. In obvious reference to 
the handicaps imposed on the con- 
ference by present United States 
Policies, he said, “We hear much 
about nationalistic enterprises and 
the policy they naturally imply, as 
in impediment to success of the 
conference. This is a development 
which we must regard for the time 
with patient understanding. Na- 
tions that are intensively devoting 
their energies to putting their 
houses in order are not dealing pri- 
harily with either monetary or eoo- 
homic problems. 

“It is a social question pure and 
imple. It is a wise nation that re-, 
gards social order as its first duty. 
Since the dark ages civilization has 
hever had such challenge as our 
vast unemployment. It is an un- 
leasant fact that domestic pre- 
Ccupation interferes with, or rath- 
*r postpones works of an interna- 
tonal conference. Yet it is a fact 
'o be admitted.” 

Hull’s Expl ion. 

In explaining difficulties before 
the conference Secretary Hull spoke 
of “the engrossment of many na- 
tons with more or less temporary 
Phases of their emergency. treat- 
ment of panie conditions.” 

Hull, however, stood by his fun- 
damenial views of the necessity of 
nternational co-operation. “Indis- 
Pensable and all-important as_ do- 
mestic programs are,” he said, 
‘hey cannot by themselves restore 
business to the highest level of 
permanent recovery. A program

Frederick Frutiger, Dis- 
missed on June 15 by 
Democrats, Found Shot 
to Death in Home. 


Frederick Frutiger, 52 years old, 


who lost his job as clerk in the 
City Assessor’s office at the time 
of political replacements, June 15, 
shot and killed himself today at 
his home, 2627 Allen avenue. 

His wife, Mrs. Caroline Fruti- 
ger, said he had been despondent 
over the loss of hig position and 
his inability to find new employ- 
ment. He had been employed by 
the city eight years and was earn- 
ing $142 a month, less a 10 per 
cent economy cut, when dismissed 
by the Democratic administration. 

The body was found in the base- 
ment at 11:30 a. m. by a daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Margaret Staehlin, after 
the family had heard a_ shot. 
Frutiger, with a bullet wound in 
his forehead, was lying over a 
cot. A .32-caliber revolver with 
one discharged cartridge was in 
his hand. No notes were found. 

Another daughter, Madeline, al- 
so survives. 


GOVERNMENT PLANS BIG 
REFINANCING NEXT MONTH 


Until Then It Is Not Expected to 
Know Whether Currency In- 
flation Will Be Needed.

WASHINGTON, July 28.—Re- 
ports of decisions by President 
Roosevelt as to inflation, including 
one that he has decided against re- 
duction of the gold content of the 
dollar, were denied today at the 
White House. 

Mr. Roosevelt has been confer- 
ring this week with Gov. Black of 
the Federal Reserve Board and 
Undersecretary Acheson of the 
Treasury on the currency situa- 
tion. 

The Government is preparing for 
a gigantic refinancing operation 
next month. 


Not until then is it expected that 
the administration will know what 
steps will be necessary on. cur- 
rency inflation, if any. 

Meanwhile, it was stated today 
at the White House by Marvin H. 
McIntyre, a secretary to the Presi- 
dent: “There is no change in pol- 
icy.” 


Earthquake Felt in -Alaska. 

DUTCH HARBOR, Alaska, July

FORD'S ATTITUDE 


NOT YET ANNOUNCED 


Statement Awaits Study of 


Proposed Agreement — 
Administrator Starts Back 
to Capital. 


By the Associated Press. 

DETROIT, July 28.—Gen. Hugh 
S. Johnson, national recovery ad- 
ministrator, here to confer with 
leaders of the automobile industry, 
announced today that directors of 
the National Automobile Chamber 
of Commerce had agreed on an 
industrial code, which had as its 


basis a 35-hour week. | 

The code will provide fer a mini- 
mum wage of 43 cents an hour for 
cities of 500,000 population; 41% 
cents for cities under 500,000 and 
above 250,000, and 40 cents an hour 
for cities under 250,000. There will 
be no child labor. 

Johnson, who made the an- 
nouncement after a second confer- 
ence with directors of the N. A. 
C. C., said the code was now up 
to the Government for acceptance. 

“That’s what 1 came here for,” 
Johnson said, as he came out of 
the directors’ room at the General 
Motors’ Building. 

Virtually the’ entire industry 
aside from the Ford Motor Co. was 
represented at today’s conference. 
Johnson said the Ford company 
had not signed the agreement. Of- 
ficials of the Ford company said 
there would be no statement con- 
cerning its.attitude until an oppor- 
tunity had been had to study the 
full code. Johnson said he talked 
by telephone with Edsel Ford but 
had not met Henry Ford. 

There has been heretofore no 
fixed scale of wages in the auto- 
mobile plants, the hourly rates 
varying in different plants and in 
different departments of the vari- 
ous units of the industry. 

Johnson flew here late yesterday. 

Gen. Johnson said emphatically 
today that employment of additional 
workers was basic under the admin- 
istration plan. 

Chrysler and Nash Wages. 

Wage increases of 10 per cent 
for all employes of the Seaman 
Body Corporation at Milwaukee 
and the Nash Motors Co. plants at 
Kenesha and Racine, Wis., have 
been announced, effective Aug. 1. 
Earl H. McCarty, president of the 
Nash Co., said 5700 Nash em- 
ployes at Kenosha and about half 
that number in Racine would 
benefit. 

K. T. Keller, general manager of 
the Chrysler Corporation, today 
announced that, beginning Aug. I, 
the corporation will place in ef- 
fect hourly wage scales 20 per 
cent higher than those in effect 
for the first period in March. The 
20 per cent increase, he said, in- 
cludes a previous 10 per cent in- 
crease, given effect last week, for 
the 46,000 wage earners and sal- 
aried employes of the corporation 
throughout the country. The sec- 
ond increase, he said, affects only 
hourly wage earners. 

Keller said that, by reducing 
the “hours of work each week, and 
by increasing production, 20,000 
employes have been added to the 
payrolls since March. 

An increase of 15 per cent for the 
30,000 wage earners of the Fisher 
Body Corporation effective Aug. 1, 
was announced today. A 10 per 
cent increase for all salaried em- 
ployes receiving $1800 or less a 
year also was announced. Besides 
the Detroit employes, workmen in 
Fisher body plants in various cities, 
including St. Louis. are affected. 


INSURANCE FIRM PUTS UP 
ITS OWN BLUE EAGLE EMBLEM 
Already Observing Code, It Doesn’t 


Wait for Receipt of 
Official Sign. 


The insurance agency of Thomp- | 


gon, Kincade, O’Connor & Powers, 
northeast corner of Beaumont and 
Olive streets, did not wait for issu- 
ance of the official National Recov- 
ery Administration emblems after 
signing the. industrial code last 
Wednesday. It has had four paint- 
ed copies of the blue eagle em- 
blem, a picture of which has ap- 
peared in the press, installed in its 
Olive street windows. The signs 
are about seven feet square. 
Dudley Kincade, a partner of the 
firm, said it had had 17 employes 
and had added two salesmen to its 
force on signing the code. He re- 
lated that the agency already was 
using a 40-hour work week and 


above the minimum week- 
ly wage of $15. ’ 


PRESIDENT LEAVES 
CAPITAL TONIGHT 
FOR HYDE PARK 


Will Spend ‘Most of August 
Thetre—Office Staff to Be 
at Poughkeepsie.

WASHINGTON, July 28.—Pres- 
ident Roosevelt cleaned up his 
desk today for departure tonight 
for his home in Hyde Park, N. Y., 
where he will spend most of 
August. : : 

Mr. Roosevelt will take with him 
an office staff. He and Mrs. 
Roosevelt will leave Washington 
late tonight on a_ special _ train 
which will take them through 
New York. They will arrive at 
Hyde Park tomorrow morning. 

About Aug. 10 or 11, the Pres- 
ident will return to Washington 
for a few days, but expects to go 
back to Hyde Park to finish the 
month. 

Marvin H. McIntyre, a secretary 
of the President, will establish a 
presidential office and staff of 
workers at Poughkeepsie, near 
Hyde Park. 


FIRST FARMER GETS $517 
FOR PLOWING UP COTTON 


U. 8S. Starts Distributing $100,000,- 
000 to Southern Growers; Roose- 
velt Presents Check.

WASHINGTON, July 28.—The 
distribution of more than $100,000,- 
000 to Southern cotton farmers who 
heeded the Government’s call for 
acreage reduction began today with 
presentation by President Roose- 
velt at the White House of a check 
for $517 to William E. Morris, lanky 
cotton planter of Neuces County, 
Texas. 

First Texas planter to sign an 
acreage reduction contract, he had 
just arrived in Washington  ac- 
companied by Representative Kle- 
berg of his State. Morris has 
plowed under 47 acres in cotton. 

In addition to the check, he re- 
ceived an option on 23% bales of 
Government cotton at 6 cents a 
pound. He may sell this at any 
time he wishes. Cotton is now 
around 11 cents. 


CHILD LABOR AMENDMENT 
IS REJECTED AGAIN IN UTAH 


Opponents Contend Adoption Woulc 
Harmful to the Sugar 
Beet Industry.

SALT LAKE CITY, Utah, July 28. 
—The Utah Senate yesterday de- 
feated a resolution to ratify the 
Federal child labor amendment. 

The 1925 Legislature, which was 
under Republican control, also re- 
fused to ratify the amendment. 

Opponents contended adoption of 
the amendment would hamper 
sugar beet growers and other farm- 
ers who are forced to allow their 
children to work in the fields dur- 
ing certain times of the year.

Chicago Visitor Makes Sure He’ll

LOS ANGELES. July 28.—Beer 
has been sold since its legalization 
in a restaurant in Temperance 
Temple. Proprietor L. E. Sampsel 
was told it was hardly consistent 
that the beer be dispensed in a 
building owned by the Women’s 
Christian Temperance Union and 
containing the union’s local head- 
quarters. He countered with an 
offer to stop if the rent were re- 
duced $60 to $130 a month. 

At a meeting of officers of the 
dry organization yesterday, Samp- 
sel’s proposal was rejected. They 
decided to wait three months be- 
fore considering the matter again.

INFORMER TELLS 
POLICE OF PLOT T0 
KIDNAP GP DELORE 


Wealthy M an u facturer 
Guarded for Six Days — 
Nothing Happens, So Po- 
lice Arrest Three Men, 


PRISONERS SAID 
TO CONFESS PLAN 


They Also Admit That They. 
Had Intended to Rob 
John Meister But They 
Got ‘Cold Feet.’ 


With arrest of three men by St. 
Louis detectives, it became known 
today that policemen and county 
deputies, apprised of a plot to kid- 
nap C. P. DeLore, wealthy paint 
pigment manufacturer, have been 
on guard at his home at 6336 For- 
sythe boulevard for tne last six 
days, and also have been on watch 


in his manufacturing ‘plant, C. P. 
DeLore & Co., at the junction of 
the Mississippi River and River 
Des Peres. 

Detective Lieuts. Wren and 
Ising learned of the plot through 
information from an _ unwilling 
participant, who kept in commun- 
ication with the police throughout 
the progress of the plan to seize 
DeLore and hold him for ransom. 

Yesterday afternoon the police, 
deciding that the plot was not to 
be earried to completion, rounded 
up the three men namied by the 
informant. They reported that all 
admitted they were in the _ con- 
spiracy and that earlier, as pre- 
viously told by the informant, they 
had planned to rob John Meister 
of 216 Ripa avenue, but had aban- 
doned this because théy “got cold 
feet.” : 

Three Under Arrest. 

The men under arrest, all taken 
between’ 4 and 8 p. m. yesterday, 
identified themselves as follows: 

Clarence Dale, 50 years old, 405 
St. George street, a former em- 
ploye of C. P. DeLore Co., now out 
of a job. 

Nick Tomevich, 41, 601 South 
Broadway, a laborer. 

Thomas Hamilton, 38, 1821 South 
Second street, who is known to 
Market street detectives as “Mex- 
ican Tom.” 

First information of the plot that 
came to the police was received last 
Friday when the informant, who la- 
ter kept them apprised of develop- 
ments, visited headquarters and 
told his story of the plot to hold up 
Meister, which had been abandon- 
ed, and the plan to kidnap De Lore, 
which was still in the making. 

DeLore Constantly Guarded. 

City policemen and county depu- 
ties were placed on guard at once at 
DeLore’s home, across Forsythe 
bouelvard from Washington Univer- 
sity and just outside the city limits. 
They fdllowed DeLore to and from 
his work. DeLore got a special 
deputy Sheriff’s warrant and, pro- 
vided himself with a pistol. 

Yesterday noon, when the inform- 
ant told police he had failed to “get 
a big car” as the others had 
directed, the police decided the plot 
had failed and began their roundup. 
After the three arrests, the in- 
former told them that Dale had 
first suggested the Meister holdup, 
and had enlisted the informer, 
Tomevich, Hamilton and two other 
men as assistants. 

When-the Meister holdup was 
abandoned because of “cold feet,” 
plans were laid for the abduction of 
DeLore, who was to have been 
taken, according to the informer, to 
a hideout near Flat River, in the 
heart of the country in which De- 
Lore’s tiff mines are situated. The 
participants had-tentatively decided 
to demand $100,000 ransom. 

The statements of the prisoners 
will be laid today before the Circuit

MICHIGAN CITY, Ind., July 28. 
—Glenn Donald Shustrom, 24 years 
old, of Galesburg, Ill, was execut- 
ed in the electric chair at the In- 
diana State prison here early to- 
day for the murder in April, 1932, 
of 12-year-old Alberta Knight of 
Whiting, Ind. 

He was‘ convicted of attacking 
the girl, at whose home he roomed, 
and then strangling her to prevent 
her from telling her parents. The 
death sentence was pronounced in 
Lake County on his plea of guilty. 

Shustrom entered the death room 
at a minute after midnight. The 
current was applied by Warden 
Louis Kunkel at 12:03%, and the 
prisoner was pronounced dead at 
12:08. 

Shustrom had exhausted every 
legal recourse. The Indiana Su- 
preme Court affirmed his sentence, 
and Gov. McNutt denied pleas for 
clemency. ; 

Five men remain in the prison 
death house awaiting execution.

EASTON, Pa., July 28.—Workers 
in the silk industry, estimated by a 
union officer at 70,000, are under 


‘orders to strike as a protest against 


all textile codes, including . agree-. 
ments still under consideration, as 
well as those already in effect. 

The Executive Committee of the 
American Federation of Silk Work- 
ers issued a general strike “all last 
night, to take effect one day before 
the public hearing on the code for 
the silk industry. Aug. 2 has been 
set tentatively for the hearing. 

Russell W. Wood, president of the 
federation, said some manufactur- 
ers were operating under the cotton 
code, with two 40-hour shifts a4 
week and weavers and warpers re- 
ceiving an $18 weekly minimum 
wage.

CHICAGO, July 28—Deputy 
Sheriffs went out today with ca- 
piases for the arrest of some of 
the 24 defendants indicted by the 
Cook County grand jury on 
charges of conspiracy to stifle 
trade by bombings, sluggings, acid 
‘throwing, strikes and intimidation. 

From New York came word that 
Aaron Sapiro, attorney, had 
been arrested and released on 


$1500 bail. He said the experience 
was “very embarrassing.” Promi- 
nent as a pioneer organizer of the 
co-operative marketing movement, 
Sapiro was counsel of the Chicago 
Laundry Owners’ Association for 
almost a year. 

In Reading, Pa., where he has 
been acting as Federal conciliator 
in a hosiery workers’ strike. Dr. 
Benjamin Squires, who lectures for 
three months each year on econom- 
ics at the University of Chicago, 
said he was “astounded” that he 
was indicted. He was one of the 
witnesses who appeared before the 
grand jury during its inquiry. 

Admits Fixing Prices. 

“As I understand the law,” he 
said, “I don’t see how they can in- 
dict me on any testimony I may 
have given under such circum- 
stances.” 

He said he had arranged $10,000 
bond and was returning to Chicago. 
Dr. Squires has figured in various 
capacities in the cleaning industry, 
the beauty parlor industry and with 
the Chicago master barbers. 

“It is my understanding that the 
indictment against myself is on the 
charge of conspiracy to fix prices, 
which I freely admit doing,” said 
Squires. “If I am wrong in this, 
however, then so is the President 
of the United States.” 

The third prominent man named 
was Oscar Nelson, Republican lead- 
er of the City Council, and attorney 
for the Dye House Drivers’ Union. 
He is touring Europe with his fam- 
ily, but his partner, Joseph A. Rick- 
er, said he would cable him to re- 
turn at 6nce and that Nelson would 
issue a statement. 


A Thompson Leader. 


Alderman Nelson was born in 
Chicago. He became a postal clerk 
and finally was elected national 
president of the Postoffice clerks’ 
organization. He was first elected 
to the Council as a Democrat, but 
switched to the Republican side and 
was a floor leader for former Mayor 
William Hale Thompson. 

The grand jury also indicted 
“Scarfaee” Al Capone, the city’s No. 
1 gangster, now serving a sentence 
at Atlanta Federal penitentiary for 
income tax evasion, and Murray 
Humphreys, Capone’s reputed suc- 
cessor. 

“It is the first time the tate 
has been able to get anything on 
Capone,” said State’s Attorney 
Courtney, “and we'd like to maké 
sure he'll go behind bars of the 
State penitentiary when he finishes 
his Atlanta sentence.”

initely “discouraging.” He said the 
outcome was not only disappointing 
but “dangerous as well because the 
reaction on hopes fostered may well 
lead to aggravation of the present 
situation.” 

“That situation,” he said, “may 
easily now change for the worse 
in some countries where govern- 
ments up to now have restrained 
their inclination to go in for pure- 
ly national economy. Certain coun- 
tries have been willing to sit on the 
fence to see what would turn up at 
this conference. Baffled in their 
hopes for a saner commercial pol- 
icy, will they now awake to a feel- 
ing of despair and go in for an ex- 
aggerated national economy, there- 
by rousing other countries to 
counter action? That seems to me 
the real danger arising from the 
fact that we did not achieve tangi- 
ble results. Experience has taught 
us that after every abortive con- 
ference the results are the same. 
Time and again I have warned 
against these consequences and I 
have been right every time. I have 
not the slightest doubt that this 
time as well the facts will prove 
to be on my side unless the situa- 
tion improves very soon.” 


Lloyd George’s Comment. 
It may be going too far to say 
as Colijn did that the outcome 
of the conference is dangerous, 
but certinly he did not overshoot 
the mark in his candid appraisal 
of ‘results as negative and disap-

DRAFTED BY SHOE 
MANUFACTURER 


South and Midwest Group 
‘Here and National Asso- 


ciation Prepare Separate 
Agreements. 


- Shoe manufacturers of the South 
and Middle West met recently in 
St. Louis to draft a code for the 
industry which may be submitted 
to the National Recovery Admin- 
istration along with one being pre- 
pared by the National Boot & Shoe 


Manufacturers’ Association. 

While the cod: being drawn here 
has not yet been approved finally 
for submission, two preliminary 
drafts of it have involved the for- 
mation of a new association of 
manufacturers, designated tenta- 
tively as the American Shoe Man- 
ufacturers. 

The new organization was deemed 
necessary to protect the interests 
of manufacturers in this territory. 
R. E. Blake, counsel for the In- 
ternational Shoe Co., suggested at 
a recent meeting of a committee of 
the Associated Industries of Mis- 
souri that Eastern industrialists 
hoped to use the National Recovery 
Act to regain factories which had 
gone to the South and Middle West. 
These sections, he said, would be 
at a disadvantage when codes were 
drafted unless they took quick ac- 
tion. 

One Manufacturer Withdraws. 

Objection to the plan of repre- 
sentation provided by the articles 
of agreement of the new associa- 
tion has been raised by one manu- 
facturer, Sam D. Nichols, president 
of Menzies Shoe Co. of St. Louis, 
who withdrew after charging it 
was devised to assure control by the 
International Shoe Co. The articles 
give one vote to each plant, count- 
ing as separate plants such divi- 
sions as warehouses, sales offices, 
power and mechanical departments 
and other establishments in which 
operations immediately related to 
shoe making are conducted. Nich- 
ols argued that each manufacturer 
should have one vote, regardless 
of the number of plants in his con- 
cern. 

A representative of the National 
Boét & Shoe Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation who was present when the 
first draft of the code was consid- 
ered, Nichols said, told those pres- 
ent it was unfair to the small man- 
ufacturers, and would not be ap- 
proved either by the National Asso- 
ciation or by the National Recov- 
ery Administration. A committee 
was appointed to redraft the code, 
Nichols said, Dut the second code, 
submitted by the committee at a 
meeting Tuesday at Hotel Statler, 
was Substantially the same as the 
original one. 

Proposed Code. 

The proposed code would abolish 
child labor, fixing the age limit at 
16, establish a 40-hour week, and 
minimum wages baséd on a sliding 
scale depending on the grade of 
shoe manufactured and the size of 
the community in which the fac- 
tory is situated. The minimum 
wage scale is to apply whether 
compensation is on an_ hourly, 
piece-work or straight salary basis. 
If on a piece-work basis, the rate 
is to be such “as will upon reason- 
able application yield to the trained 
or experienced employe” the 
amounts set out in thé suggested 
hourly scale. ! 


Factories in cities of 300,000 or 
more, under the proposed code,} 
would pay a minimum weekly wage 
to trained male workers of $14 to 
$16 a week, depending on the grade 
of shoe made. For female work- 
ers, the minimum is fixed at $12 to 
$14 a week. 

In cities. of 25,000 to 300,000, the 
minimums for male workers are 
between $13 and $15 a week and for 
female, between $11 and $13. The 
minimums for male workers” in 
towns of less than 25,000 are $12 
and $14 a week, and for female, $10 
and $12 a week. 

Handicapped Workers’ Scale. 

For minor employes, apprentices 
and handicapped persons, the mini- 
mum hourly wage may be 5 cents 
an hour less than the scale for 
able-bodied trained workers, a re- 
duction of 12% to 20 per cent from 
the full scale. Not more than 10 
per cent of the employes in any 
factory may be classed as minor 
workers, apprentices or handi- 
capped. Minor employes are de- 
fined as female workers between 
the ages of 16 and 18 and male 
workers between the ages of 16 and 
21

Executive Orders for Hosiery, 
Cordage and Twine Industries. 


An executive oraer signed yes- 
terday by President Roosevelt 
makes effective from July 26 cer- 
tain provisions of a code submitted 
by the hosiery industry, pending 
formal adoption of an agreement 
for that group of manufacturers. 

Three other executive orders 
have brought the cordage and 
twine industry under the cotton 
textile code, effective July 28, cot- 
ton garment manufacturers July 
31, and pajama manufacturers 
July 26. 

The hosiery order places in ef- 
fect only those sections of the pro- 
posed code applying to labor. A 
$12 and $13 minimum wage weekly 
in the South and North, respec- 
tively, is provided, with the scale 
for more skilled workers ranging 
upward to $27.50 a week. In the 
higher brackets the South is per- 
mitted a differential not to exceed 
10 per cent. Learners or appren- 
tices may be paid $8 per week 
over a three-month period, this 
wage applying to all sections of 
the country.

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PART-TIME POSTAL 
EMPLOYES ASSAIL 
ToPGT. WAGE CUT 


Substitutes Say Earnings 
Have Been Reduced to $5 
a Week, Many Unable to 
Support Families. 


Substitute postal employes are 
complaining of continuation of the 


15 per cent wage cut, which, they 
say, has reduced their earnings to 
an average of $5 a week so that 
many are unable to support their 
families. 

“It is plain hypocrisy for the 
Government to cut our wage rate 
while it is asking private business 
enterprise to increase wages,” Wil- 
liam F. Hill, substitute clerk, said 
today. Hill is corresponding secre- 
tary of the Postal Substitutes of St. 
Louis, a newly formed organization 
with an initial membership of about 
60 of the 370 local substitute em- 
ployes. The 15 per cent cut for all 
Federal employes became effective 
April 1 and was continued July 1 
for an additional six months. 

“We organized for a square deal,” 
Hill continued, “But it seems that 
all the new deal has given us is a 
raw deal. Most of us are family 
men, and have had four to 10 years 
of postoffice experience. All of us 
are qualified under civil service. 

“Can't Afford Carfare.” 

“Our basic wage rate is 65 cents 
an hour, Take off 15 per cent plus 
the regular 3% per cent for the 
pension fund and the rate becomes 
about 53 cents an hour. We don’t 
get many hours, either. One week 
recently I got only one hour's 
work. Just now I'm averaging 
about nine hours a week and I 
think my experience is typical. Add 
10 per cent for night work in my 
‘case and it figures out a little over 
$5 a week. I have to walk to work 
at Eighteenth and Walnut streets 
from’ my home at 2515 East Dodiler 
street and I have to walk home 
again because I can't afford car- 
fare.” 

Hill said most of the substitutes 
favored a permanent regulation for 
retirement of regular workers after 
30 years’ service, so that substitutes 
might have a greater opportunity 
for work. He estimated that near- 
ly 200 employes of the St. Louis 
Postoffice were eligible for retire- 
ment, 

A spokesman for the regular 
workers, Ray F. Hamilton, secre- 
tary of the local Federation of 
Postoffice Clerks, said the 15 per 
cent cut and the furlough without 
pay had reduced salaries for the 
period July 1 to 15 to $55.21. The 
15 per cent cut, plus the pension 
deduction, he said, was about 
$15.75 for the period and the fur- 
lough deduction amounted to $13.80. 

Begins at $1600 a Year. 

There are 1168 regular clerks and 
781 regular carriers in St. Louis. 
Pay begins at $1600 a year and in- 
creases $100 each year until it 
reaches the mamimum basic rate of 
$2100. The furlough is for nine 
days during July, August and Sep- 
tember. 

Commenting on the complaints, 
Postmaster Michener said the 
whole recovery program depended 
on maintenance of the national 
credit, necessitating reduction of 
Government expenses to balance 
the budget. Michener said the sub- 
stitutes were an auxiliary force to 
be used only when needed. A de- 
cline in the volume of mail, he said, 
had lessened the need for their 
services. 

He said the postoffice was at- 
tempting to equalize the available 
work by giving substitute clerks, 
outnumbering substitute carriers, 
an opportunity to work as carriers.

TELLS HOW THE FORD CO, CUT 
BALANCE IN CLEVELAND BANK 


Chairman Says Deposits Were Re- 
duced From $4,400,000 to 


$25,000 in Two Years. 

By the Associated Press. 
CLEVELAND, O., July 28, —The 
State Senate’s Banking Committee 
yesterday completed hearings in its 
investigation of the closed Guar- 
dian Trust Co. and is not expected 
to meet again until late next 
month, when it will look into the 
affairs of the Union Trust Co., also 
in liquidation. 


Chairman L. L. Marshall told the 
committee that the Ford Motor Co. 
reduced its deposit balance in the 
Guardian from $4,400,000 in July, 
1931, to $25,000 last February, when 
the bank ceased to operate on a 
normal basis. 

Marshall’s disclosure was made 
during questioning yesterday of J. 
Arthur House, former president, 
who finished a day and a half on 
the witness stand with a statement 
that he thought Ohio’s laws on the 
investment by banks in common 
stock ought to be changed. House 
said that in 1929, the Guardian 
showed a profit of $1,000,000 on 
securities it purchased, but by 1932 
this account showed a market de- 
preciation of $7,000,000.

' Motion picture exhibitors of ‘the 
St. Louis district entered the field 
of drama production’ yesterday 
afternoon at Hotel Coronado when 
they considered adoption of a code 
for the industry. The session, aft- 
er obstacles, hardships and difficul- 
ties had beén surmounted, ended 


with the appropriate fadeout from 
which the observer is to assume 
those taking part will live happily 
ever afterward. 

It really was a double-feature, 
although that very question—of of- 
fering so much for one admission 
—was one of the villains, which 
threatened the happy ending of one 
piece. 

The first feature was based on 
the portion of the code, comprising 
about half, which ‘attempted. to 
regulate distributors of films. It 
‘moved rapidly to the happy ending 
—through a series of lusty expres- 
sions of approval which followed 
the reading of each: section. The 
only threat to its even tenor was 
the whispered inquiry of one ex- 
hibitor to another as to whether a 
code adopted by exhibitors would 
binding on the men from whom 
they get ‘their pictures. 

It was the second feature which 
contained complications, and in 
which discussion became as heated 


as a projection room. It related to . 


the practices of the exhibitors 
themselves and was a’ bit confusing 
—heroes and villains depending on 
the point of view. 

Pay for Ushers. 

One of the complications was 
President Roosevelt’s blanket code, 
under which one exhibitor ex- 
plained, small boys in small towns 
employed to take tickets at the 
rate of 50 cents a night would 
have to be paid 30 cents an hour. 
Others remarked that, in many in- 
stances, ushers and janitors (known 
in the code as cleaners) also would 
be entitled to increased compensa- 
tion. 

That situation, explained Ed 
Kuykendall who operates the mo- 
tion picture theater at Columbus, 
Miss., and is chairman of the Code 
Committee for the national organ- 
ization of exhibitors, constituted 
one of the reasons for immediate 
adoption of the code and its pres- 
entation to the recovery adminis- 
tration. The specific code.for any 
industry supersedes the blanket 
code. 

Kuykendall, whose home is in the 
heart of the cotton belt, read the 
provisions of the President’s blan- 
ket code, pointing out several 
which he:said were “aimed at the 
textile industry which employs lit- 
tle girls for. $3 or $4 a week.” The 
code for the textile industry is in 
effect, however, he was reminded, 
and the textile industry is not af- 
fected by the blanket code. 

Explaining the labor provisions 
of the code which his committee 
drafted, Kuykendall gave the gath- 
ering preview of a part of the 
hearing before the recovery admin- 
istration which will follow the fil- 
ing of the code. It provides for a 
minimum wage of 30 cents an hour, 
but excepts ushers and cleaners, for 
whom no provision is made. Maxi- 
mum working hours, which all 
agreed* would work little hardship 
on small theater operators, ~ are 
fixed at 36 a week, excepting “of- 
fice and supervisory staffs, firemen 
and watchmen.” No provision is 
made for them. 

Some Trading Provisions. 


Asked about the exceptions, Kuy- 
kendall explained “they were put in 
there for the purpose of helping us 
gét the things we want; so we can 
trade on the matter of labor pro- 
visions.” He added, “Of course, 
they won’t accept all the provisions 
of this code.” 

Turning again to a discussion of 
the President’s blanket code, Kuy- 
kendall explained the necessity of 
signing compliance forms and ob- 
taining insignia indicating this had 
been done. “This country is not 
100 per cent patriotic,” he said, 
“and lots of fellows will try to 
evade the provisions of the code 
and violate the spirit of the re- 


j covery plan.” 


Some of the larger St. Louis ex- 
hibitors objected that pay of union 
projection machine operators and 
stagehands constituted a large part 
of the labor cost of operation and 
the code committee was instructed 
to ask that all employes receiving 
more than $35 a week be excluded 
from maximum hour provisions. 
Stage hands, it was said, now work 
66 hours a week and receive $1.50 
an hour.

Farm Administrators Seek 
to Stimulate Export to 
the Orient of Huge Sur- 
plus Supply. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 28.—Farm 
administrators are considering a 
plan for paying bounties to stimu- 
late the export of wheat from the 
Pacific Northwest to the Orient. 

This is being contemplated, ad- 
ministrators disclosed, in order to 
relieve a condition of over-supply in 
that area which they said threatens 
to have a depressing effect on 
prices of wheat produced in the 
Middle West. 

George N. Peek, Chief Adminis- 
trator, said representatives of Pa- 
cific Northwest grain interests had 
informed him that a “serious condi- 
tion” was developing as a result of 
a new crop coming to market with 
sea port terminal storage space al- 
ready congested with carryover 
grain. 

He added that the Westerners re- 
ported there were only two ways 
to relieve the congestion, either in 
exports to the Orient, or in ship- 
ments through the Panama Canal 
to Eastern and Gulf ports in this 
country. 

Authority Under Farm Act. 

Administrators: were informed 
that with present prices, Pacific 
Coast wheat handlers could place 
the grain in Eastern markets un- 
der prices now prevailing in the 
East for Midwestern stocks of 
grain. They explained they were 
concerned over this prospect be- 
cause it might have the effect of 
backing up wheat on Chicago and 
other markets with a depressing ef- 
fect on prices. 

Under the farm act, administra- 
tors have authority to use portions 
of the proceeds from the 30 cent 
per bushel processing tax now be- 
ing imposed on wheat to “expand 
markets and remove surplus agri- 
cultural products.” 

It is this provision that they said 
they intend to invoke, providing 
they succeed in working out a plan 
for exports to the Orient. They 
already have determined to with- 
hold a portion of the receipts of 
processing taxes for this purpose, 
using up to two cents of each 30 
cents collected under the tax on 
wheat used in domestic consymp- 
tion.- ‘ 
$20,000,000 May Be Available. 

The tax, which went into effect 
July 9, is expected to produce about 
$138,000,000. They believe that up 
to $20,000,000 may be available for 
stimulating exports. 

Wallace Makes Allotments. 

Secretary of Agriculture Wallace 
yesterday announced the amounts 
that each state and county would 
be allotted to grow next year of the 
456,198,588 bushels of wheat that 
has been estimated as the amount 
that will be needed for domestic 
consumption. 

Wallace said that within 10 days 
he would proclaim the percentage 
of acreage reduction to be required 
of farmers in order to qualify for 
benefit payments of up to $136,000,- 
000 under the voluntary domestic 
allotment plan. 

Previously, he had announced that 
he would require an acreage reduc- 
tion up to a maximum of 20 per 
cent with the final figure to await 
the outcome of the London wheat 
conference. After that meeting re- 
cessed until Aug. 21, he refused to 
express an opinion as to the pros- 
pects of an international agreement 
being reached later. 

The wheat that will be needed for 
domestic consumption next year 
will be grown in 42 states and 2233 
counties. The allotment announced 
by Wallace was one of the second 
steps toward putting the voluntary 
domestic allotment plan into ef- 
fect. 

Already Collecting Tax. 

Already a 30-cent a bushel tax is 
being collected from the persons 
who mill, or otherwise prepare 
wheat for human consumption, to 
gather the money that will be paid 
farmers for signing agreements to 
reduce their acreage for harvest 
next year. The contract signing 
probably will start next month. 

Twenty cents of this amount will 
be paid them this fall after the con- 
tracts are signed in the campaign 
that will start in August and con- 
tine until Sept. 15. Ninety million 
dolairs will go out to them then. 

Eight cents a bushel will be paid 
when proof has been presented 
showing that the farmer actually 
fulfilley his contract to reduce his 
acreage. This proof will be obtain- 
able next spring and summer. 

The allotment for each farmer 
will be worked out on the basis of 
the production his farm has aver- 
aged over the last three years. 

The farmer will sell his wheat 
as formerly; those who co-operate 
in the Government’s plan to reduce 
acreage and thereby bring down the 
supply of wheat in an effort to re- 
duce surpluses and improve the 
price, will receive the payments as 
their reward, Farmers who fail to 
sign agreements to reduce — their 


j|acreage will receive no payments.

BRITAIN TO STABILIZE 
WITHIN THE EMPIRE 


However Currency Policy Does 
Not Apply to Other Na- 
tions of World. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, July 28.—The British 
Empire emerged from the World 
Economic Conference with an 
agreement in which the dominions 
and the mother country declared 
for stability of inter-Empire ex- 
change rates. 

This was made known in a de- 
claration by Empire delegates to 
the conference in which it was em- 
phasized that the United Kingdom 
is not committed to any policy of 
keeping the pound sterling at any 
fixed ratio to the currency of an- 
other nation. 

The declaration was signed by the 
United Kingdom, Canada, Australia, 


dia. The Irish Free State did not 
sign, but the Dublin representative 
referred the matter to his Govern- 
ment. 

The Empire delegates called for 
ultimate restoration of an interna- 
tional gold standard. The problem 
facing gold, they held, is to recon- 
cile stability in exchange rates with 
a reasonable measure of stability in 
world prices, and not merely in the 
price level of a particular country. 

“The Empire delegations recog- 
nized the importance of the stability 
of inter-Empire exchanges rates in 
the interests of trade,” the declara- 
tion said. “This is fascilitated by 
the fact that the United Kingdom 
has no commitment with other 
countries in regard to the future 
management of sterling and-retains 
complete freedom of action in this 
respect. The adherence of other 
countries to a similiar policy would 
make a wider exchange of stability 
possible.” 

The Empire delegates declared 
for an increase in the level of 
wholesale prices and for the lower- 
ing of inter-Empire trade barriers. 
They provided for a continuing uni- 
fied monetary ,policy by the mem- 
bers of the Empire, by recommend- 
ing that their governments consult 
periodically to that end.

In Honor of a Local Prophet. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N a recent issue (July 6) of your pa- 

per you printed an item saying thate 
Miss Loretta Scheibel of Omaha, Neb., 
was credited by her father, L. W. 
Scheibel, for proposing the idea of 
turning over 85,000,000 bushels of 
wheat by the Farm Board to feed the 
bungry. Miss Scheibel’s proposal was 
made in December, 1931. On April 16, 
1931, or eight months before Miss Schei- 
bel’s proposal, the following letter, writ- 
ten by me, appeared in a St. Louis paper: 

“Officials at Washington seem to be 
worrying as to what disposition they 
should make of: 250,000,000 bushels of 
wheat, purchased by the United States 
Government and now stored in eleva- 
tors throughout the country. 

“In order to help the farmers who 
have planted their wheat, it has been 
suggested that these 250,000,000 bushels 
be dumped in the ocean. Another sug- 
gestion was to ship the wheat to the 
Orient to feed starving Chinese, but this 
was not considered practical, as the 
laundry boys do not eat wheat. Then; 
too, the cost of railroad and ocean trans- 
portation would run up into real money 
and this would have to be paid by Un- 
cle Sam. 

“With five or six millions of Ameri- 
cans out of work and the majority of 
these on the verge of starvation, it 
would seem American officials should 


’ Jook after their welfare in preference to 


the people of China, India or elsewhere. 
“Why not grind the 250,000,000 bush- 
els of wheat into flour, then make it into 
bread and distribute it through the Red 
Cross to those in America who are. de- 
serving of charity? This would take 
care of the wheat and its storage ex- 
pense, give a fair price to the farmer 
for his new wheat and alleviate the mis- 
ery and suffering among our poor. 
“Let other nations worry at this time 
about the welfare of their own people. 
American relief, charity and philan- 


thropy should begin at home.”

Louisans and of the facts, will you pub- 
lish this letter and thereby giving cred- 
it where credit is due and also honor- 
ing the prophet in your own city?

We urged the recent Legislature to set up a com- 
mission which would devise a liquor. plan for the 
‘State. This was done by the Legislatures of Mas- 
sachusetts, Illinois, New York and Pennsylvania. In 
Michigan, a liquor plan was placed before the voters, 
who voted for the State dispensary system. 

Unfortunately, our own Legislature did nothing to 
clarify the situation. The result is that repeal is in 
a fair way to catch Missouri flat-footed. There should 
be some official body at work now devising a liquor 
plan for the State. In the failure of the Legislature 
to create any such-body, the Governor should ap- 
point one. It is entirely probable that, because of 
several pressing matters, particularly those of re- 
flef and public works, the Legislature will have to 
be called into special session either this fall or next 
winter. The Legislature of New York is now meet- 
ing in its second special session since the adjourn- 
ment of the regular session. Special sessions are 
now in progress or will soon be in progress in many 
states. Among these are Oklahoma, Utah, Virginia, 
Mississippi, and Kentucky. ' 

But for the Legislature itself to attempt a liquor 
plan would be a lamentable error. It would result in 
another Weeks law. The proper procedure would be 
to have a liquor plan devised and presented to the 
Legislature for its approval. This is the recognized 
procedure, the one followed in other states. 

As the matter stands, no thought whatever has been 
given to the very serious problem of what is to hap- 
pen in Missouri after repeal. The obvious cue of 
the last Legislature was to repeal the State dry law 
and set up such a liquor commission as that created 
in Massachusetts. The Legislature did neither. If 
repeal comes at approximately the end of the year, 
Missouri will remain exactly where she is now. 
She will be under the heel of the iniquitous McCaw- 
ley law. She will have no machinery set up for 
handling hard liquor. She will deprive herself of 
revenues which the Federal Government and most 
of the states are expecting to receive from the sale 
of whisky, gin, wines and liqueurs. 

This is a far more serious state of affairs than 
is generally realized. Gov, Park has exhibited in 
the matter of voting on repeal in the State a disposi- 
tion to set his administration right on the subject of 
prohibition. Is it too much to hope that he will take 
cognizance of the liquor problem in the State and 
so do for it what he has done by expediting the vote 
upon repeal? 

We are hopeful that he will do so. After all, great 
quantities of liquor will be sold in Missouri after re- 
peal. It is the business of the State to set up the 
necessary machinery. Does Missouri want the saloon 
back? Does she want the State dispensary? What 
does she want? Certainly she wants the revenués 
from liquor. She must also assume control over 
its sale. Anything else is unthinkable. 

As a matter of fact, nothing else could clean up 
the prohibition mess in the State so effectually as a 
special session of the Legislature for the purpose of 
repealing the State dry law and setting up a new 
liquor system. If the eighteenth amendment is re- 
pealed by the first of the year, Missouri will other- 
wise wait until January, 1935, before any legisla- 
tive action can be taken in this field. This would 
be an intolerable oniission. Missouri is a wet State. 

We urge Gov. Park and his advisers to consider 
this matter. If the Legislature can be assembled 
within the next few months, there is time for the 
Governor to set up a commission which shall make 
a plan for the State. Properly to make such a plan 
will require a study of the various liquor systems. 
There are a multitude of these. They will all bear 
study. No more solemn obligation rests upon the 
Democrats, who have ridded the country of prohibi- 
tion, than to provide a substitute for it with the 
necessary political and social] safeguards. 

This obligation rests upon the Democratic admin- 
istration of Missouri. 
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HUCKLEBERRY OR BLUEBERRY? 

Is it huckleberry pie or blueberry pie? Or to re- 
duce the proposition to its simplest terms, by leav- 
ing out the pie, are they huckleberries or blueber- 
ries? William B. Duryee, Secretary of Agriculture 
for New Jersey, who is sponsoring cultivation of 
this delicious fruit in his State, raises the question. 

We shall dispose of it in a few words, and if the 
blueberry folks come out at the little end of the horn, 
it is their own fault for having taken up. With an im- 
proper name. The old Anglo-Saxon word for root 
was wyrt, and a form of this was wyrtil. Thus it 
was that berries of the kind in question became 
wyrtilberries, a designation in time modified to whor- 
tleberries. The American frontier made further al- 
terations, and whortleberry passed through hurtleber- 
ry on its way to huckleberry. It is one of those 
highly interesting instances of word changes which 
make the study of language fascinating. A hair-line 
distinction noted by some dictionaries can be passed 
by. All varieties of huckleberries are first cousins. 

As for using the name blueberry, one had better use 
bilberry, dangleberry or tangleberry—all more pic- 
turesque and with as much claim. After this admoni- 
tion, we trust no Middle Westerner will ever again 
ask for blueberry pie. To do so is to ignore word 
history and to slight the memory of the most famous

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LAST OF THE SPELLBINDERS. 

The death of former Senator Frank J. Cannon of 
Utah removes what must have-been the last of the 
political spellbinders of the old school. Thirty-five 
years ago, he poured his oratorical fire into the 
fight for monetization of silver at the ratio of 
16 to 1. A year ago last December, his hair then 
white, his voice full of its old passion, he was stump- 
ing the country, a hoary battler in the renewed at- 
tack on his ancient enemy. As St. Louis gave him 
large audiences on this last occasion, so St. Louis 
was the scene of his participation in one of the most 
dramatic events in American political history. It was 
at the Republican national cunyention in 1896. As a 
warning to convention leaders against committing the 
party for gold, Senator Cannon arose in caucus to 
declare: “If you do, we shall have to go.” Mark 
Hanna's “Good God, go!” was the immediate response 
from the dominating group, and the next day the 
threat was carried out. With his older colleague, 
Senator Teller of Colorado, Senator Cannon led the 
dissenting Silverites from the hall and into the camp 
of William Jennings Bryan.

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NO ONE’S EXCLUSIVE SHOW. 

As part of the Federal campaign agafnst kidnapers, 
President Roosevelt is reported to favor legislation 
causing states to surrender their authority in kid- 
naping cases, and leave the field free for the De- 
partment of Justice. While we are heartily in favor 
of Federal intervention in kidnaping cases, we be- 
lieve it would be most unwise to exclude the local 
authorities. Aside from the constitutional implica- 
tions involved, the idea is open to objection from 
the point of view of efficient police work. It is not 
the police who are to blame for the situation. It is 
the state courts and the rascally lawyers who get 
criminals off. 

In our opinion, the best results can be obtained 
by close co-operation between Federal and loca] po- 
lice, and our Exhibit A is the Luer case, where De-

MAYOR DICKMANN’S LEADERSHIP. 

Mayor Dickmannr has set up a permanent organ- 
ization, known as the St. Louis Committee of the 
National Recovery Administration, to work with 
President Roosevelt in his campaign to absorb the 
unemployed in industry. The committee’s first ob- 
jective is to induce employers to sign the President’s 
re-employment agreement, copies of which are being 
delivered throughout the country. In a radio speech 
announcing St. Louis’ co-operation with the national 
program, Mr. Dickmann made this striking utterance: 


I challenge any business man looking for a 
better and bigger market to tell us.what great- 
er contribution to the realization of his desires 
can be made than the re-employment of the idle. 
I challenge the man who may be so fortunate in 
these times as to enjoy a prefit to tell me how 
long he expects to be asstrred of any profit if 
we fail to solve the unemployment problem. 


These words show that the: Mayor has caught the 
real spirit of the national pregram. His actions, 
both in setting up this committee and in taking lead- 
ership of the St. Louis $42,000,000 public works pro- 
gram, show him to be determined to put St. Louis 
into the recovery picture. We applaud him for so 
energetically doing his part in this unprecedented 
emergency. It is a pleasure to find in the City Hall 
a Mayor alive to his responsibilities and to his op- 
portunities. 
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LABOR WAKES UP. 

The American Federation of Labor is initiating a 
new plan of organization in its drive to unionize the 
automobile, tire and other mass production indus- 
tries. The typical union in the Federation now con- 
sists of a group of workers who belong to a particu- 
lar craft or trade but who may be employed in a 
number of different plants or even in a number of 
diverse industries. The new unions will combine 
the various craft and machine workers in individual 
plants and in whole industries on an industrial basis, 
without distinction as to trade. This plan of attack re- 
veals a significant modification in Federation policy. 

The craft form of organization grew ouf of an in- 
dustrial set-up which differed radically from that 
which characterizes modern mass production. In- 
creasing mechanization has broken down craft lines; 


created a mass of machine-tenders who lack trade/ 


skiJl and craft loyalty. Labor, divided along craft 
lines, has found itself at an increasing disadvantage 
in dealing with large-scale employers who are or- 
ganized on ani industria] basis. Craft organization, in 
general, may be justified historically. But there are 
many industries in which it can no longer function 
effectively. 

Federation President William Green, in a recent let- 
ter to the Post-Dispatch, undertook to defend _the 
craft set-up by citing the failure, in the last century, 
of the Knights of Labor. We do not believe that 
this proves his point. The membership of the Knights 
of Labor was all-inclusive. A modern industrial 
union, such as the Amalgamated Clothing Workers, 
is quite a different thing. It is significant that the 
Amalgamated has waxed while the trade unions in 
the Federation have waned. The Federation’s new 
policy shows that it is at last waking up ta this fact. 
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PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT’S PERSONAL CHOICE. 

Former Gov. Caulfield, a Republican, is to be one 
of the three members of the advisory board which 
will approve public works projects in Missouri to be 
financed by the Federal Government. He will be on 
the board because of President Roosevelt’s personal 
knowledge of his capabilities. Our report from Wash- 
ington says that when the President was handed the 
list of possible members of the Missouri board, he 
asked if it contained any Republicans. 
not, he took it upon himself to appoint Mr: Caulfield. 
It is an excellent choice, and places in a post of. 
great importance a man in whom the people can have | 
perfect tonfidence. 

We welcome this proof that President Roosevelt | 
is fully aware that his recovery program must 
have the support of the American people as a whole. 
It is only logical that a man with Mr. Caulfield’s 
experience in public service should be invited to take 
an official part in the great task before us. To 
pass him by for political reasons would be to allow 
partisanship full sway. Senator Clark, who is re- 
ported to be protesting the appointment of the for- 
mer Governor, seems not to recognize this. His 
proper example is the President.

TODAY and TOMORROW 


By Walter Lippmann 


Immediate Objective 


HERE is a radical difference between 

mobilizing industry for war and mobil- 

izing it to overcome a depression. The 
supply of an army is a one-way process. 
The goods produced move to the army and 
are there consumed or destroyed. Nothing 
comes back from the army that has to be 
bought or used by the producers-at home. 
Therefore, the problem of planning produc- 
tion for military purposes is relatively sim- 
ple. You determine how much the army 
needs and you produce it, at any price. This 
can be kept up as long as the physical ma- 
terials hold out. It is only when the war 
stops and you attempt to return to nor- 
mal that you appreciate how much you 
have dislocated industry. 

The overcoming of a depression is a very 
different matter. Here the task is not to 
supply a vast army of extravagant and un- 
productive consumers, but to enable all the 
different kinds of producers to exchange 
their goods with each other. They are un- 
able to exchange these goods because the 
balance of supply and demand has been up- 
set through a fall in prices which hits 
some producers more than others and over- 
turns all the established relations between 
debtors and creditors, between earnings and 
fixed costs. | 

It is much easier, therefore, to step up 
production to supply an army than it is to 
reorganize the terms on which goods are 
exchanged in order to overcome a depres- 
sion. As a matter of fact, the task of deal- 
ing with a depression is less like mobiliz- 
ing for war than it is like making peace 
and demobilizing. The state of mind need- 
ed by public men’ and by the public in ér- 
der to work out a reconstruction is not that 
which they attain when they are at war. 

In the present phase of our domestic re- 
construction, it is generally agreed that, un- 
der speculative influences, production has 
run ahead of the consuming power of the 
people. There is a gap here which has to 
be closed if we are to avoid a stoppage 
due to the piling up of unsold goods. 


What are the principal measures by 
which this condition can be dealt with? 

Clearly, the first and most important 
thing todo is to make sure that the prices 
of farm products, which are now at a rea- 
are maintained 


will actually obtain the more or less spec- 
ulative. prices now quoted. This requires, 
on the one hand, a monetary policy which 
will hold the dollar from rising above its 
present gold value, and, on the other, a 
control of planting to prevent the higher 
prices from stimulating the production of 
great unsalable surpluses. 

The next most important task is to create 
new purchasing power among the industrial 
workers. A great new demand for exports 


would provide an important part of that. 
purchasing power, but there is no present. 


prospect*that such a demand will soon be 


Government to supply it by the develop- 
ment of the public works program. It fol- 
lows that it is most desirable that this 
program should be moved forward as rap- 
idly as possible. ° 

Any public works program, however, is 
inevitably limited in scope, is slow in pro- 
ducing effects and, worst of all, is not self- 
continuing. Therefore, it is necessary to 
look forward to the revival of private cap- 
ital expenditure. That revival will not come, 
however, until the long-term value of the 
dollar is reasonably assured. It follows 
that, just as the farmers need a monetary 
policy which will prevent the dollar from 
rising above its present gold value, so in- 
dustry needs a monetary policy which will 
fix a bottom below which the dollar will 
not fall.

The third and, to my mind, cemparatively 
less important measure is that which the 
blanket code is intended to put into effect. 
This is the raising of wages in order to put 
additional consuming power directly into 
the hands of employes. The difficulty with 
the blanket code is that it permits, though, 
to be sure, it does not encourage, employers 
to pass on the additional costs in the form 
of higher prices. Now, if prices of manu- 
factured goods rise as much as wages, you 
have not added to the consuming power 
of the community, but you may actually 
diminish it for all of those who, like the 
farmers, the people on fixed salaries and 
wages and incomes, must buy at the higher 
prices. 

The blanket code can increase real pur- 
chasing power only in so far as the higher 
labor costs are absorbed by employers and 
charged against reserves and profits. To a 


certain extent, this can be done. It can be: 


done by the big corporations and by strong 
employers. To this extent, the blanket code 
ought to produce some of the benefits in- 
tended. But in so far as it drives weak em- 
ployersa out of business, and in so far as it 
raises prices as fast as pay rolls increase, 
it will bé, I should suppose, either defia- 
tionary or futile. The benefits, in other 
words, will depend upon the discrimination 
with which it is enforced and upon the 
firmness with which Gen. Johnson and his 
staff hold down prices.

For the time being, there is certain to 
be a general willingness to drop all prepo* 
sessions, to pigeonhole previous mistak@ 
and to join heartily in support of the Pres 
dent’s endeavor to quicken the hopes of 
the American people and speedily to embody 
those hopes in concrete betterments. 

As a whole, Mr. Roosevelt's latest radi@ 
appeal was Righly successfully, both in com 
ception and delivery. He has an extraord 
nary skill in placing himself on easy an¢ 
intimate terms with his listeners-in. His 
language is clear, the process of his thought 
orderly and the sentimental or emotional 
quality of his speech to the people is nd 
over-stressed. Immense response already # 
coming to the White House.

“Right after I finish the break-

But this is one time when econo- 
my is bad, for iced tea is much 
better if freshly made. Make it just 
before serving and pour it hot over 
ice cubes in each glass if you wish 


Pleasing Variations. 

To give iced tea a particularly re- 
freshing flavor, pour the hot tea 
over a large sprig of fresh mint and 
the sliced rind of half a lemon. Let 
stand for five minutes. Then chill 
quickly by adding cracked ice. If 
you are sure everyone you are serv- 
ing likes sugar in tea, add sugar to 
sweeten the hot tea before adding 
the ice. The sugar dissolves com- 
pletely in this way; less is used and 
a better flavor obtained. 

Substitute a slice of orange, a 

slice of fresh lime or a strip of tan- 

gerine rind for the lemon and mint.

Tomatotes and Chicken Livers. 
Six tomatoes, two tablespoons 
bacon fat, one small onion, one- 
half pound chicken livers, one-half 
cup dry bread crumbs, six large 
mushrooms, one teaspoon chopped 
parsley, few drops lemon juice, one 
teaspoon salt, one-fourth teaspoon 
pepper. 

Cut a thick slice from stem end 
of each tomato and scoop out pulp. 
Turn upside down to drain. Heat 
fat, add chopped onion and livers 
(previously cooked) and brown 
slightly. Add enough bread crumbs, 
chopped mushrooms and season- 
ings and enough of the tomato pulp 
to moisten. 

Fill the tomatoes with this mix- 
ture, cover with top slices and bake 
in a moderate oven about 30 min- 
utes. 

Broiled Catfish Fillets.

7 With Nuts and Celery. 

Two and one-half cups stock. 

One cup diced celery. 

One small! onion. 

One and one-half tablespoons gel- 
atine. 

Three tablespoons cold water. 

Two cups minced’ cooked chick- 
en. 

One-half cup chopped nut meats. 

One teaspoon salt. 

One-quarter teaspoon paprika. 

Two-thirds cup whipped cream. 

Simmer stock, celery and onion 
for half an hour or until celery is 
tender. Strain, add gelatine soft- 
ened in cold water and stir until 
thoroughly dissolved. Pass chick- 
en and nut meats together through 
food chopper-and add to first mix-. 
ture with seasonings and whipped 
cream. Turn into mold previously 
dipped ifito cold water, chill, un- 
mold, garnish with lettuce and 
peas. 

With Asparagus Tips. 

Two tablespoons granulated gel- 
atine, three cups hot chicken broth 
or canned chicken soup, two cups 
canned asparagus tips, one-eighth 
cup cold water, three-fourths tea- 
spoonful salt, one cup diced chick- 
en meat, one tablespoonful chopped 
pimiento, one green pepper, minced. 

Soak gelatine in cold water five 
minutes. Add hot broth and stir 
until gelatine is dissolved, add salt 
and cool. Pour a thin layer of this 
mixture into a cold wet mold and 
let stiffen slightly. Add some of 
the vegetables and chicken meat, 
more jelly, etc., continuing until all 
ingredients are used. Chill until 
firm, unmold on lettuce leaves and 
garnish with parsley or watercress 
and mayonnaise. 


CHOCOLATE SOUFFLE 


Two and one-half squares un- 
sweetened chocolate, one cup milk, 
two tablespoons melted butter, 
three tablespoons flour, one-third 
cup sugar, three egg yolks, three 
egg whites. 

Add chocolate, finely cut, to milk 
in double boiler and heat. When 
melted, beat with rotary egg beat- 
er until blended. Then blend butter 
with flour and add chocolate mix- 
ture to this slowly, stirring all the 
time. Cook in double boiler until 
thick and smooth, continue stirring. 
Remove from fire. 

Combine sugar with egg yolks 
which have previously been well 
beaten until thick. Add chocolate 
mixture slowly, stirring hard. Cool, 
then fold in stiffly beaten egg 
whites. Turn into greased baking 
dish, place in pan of hot water and 
bake about an hour in moderate 
oven. Serve with cream. 


CHOCOLATE TAPIOCA CREAM 


One-third cup quick cooking tap- 
ioca. 

Two squares unsweetened choco- 
late, cut in pieces. 

One-half cup sugar. 

One-fourth teaspoon salt. 

Four cups milk, scalded. 

One egg yolk, slightly beaten. 

One teaspoon vanilla. 

One egg white, stiffly beaten. 

Add quick-cooking tapioca, choco- 
late, sugar and salt to milk, and 
cook in double boiler 15 minutes, or 
until tapioca is clear, stirring fre- 
quently. Pour small amount of 
tapioca mixture over egg yolk, 
stirring vigorously. Return to dou- 
ble boiler and cook until thickened. 
Remove from fire and add vanilla. 
Fold a small amount into egg white. 
Add to remaining tapioca mixture 
and blend. Chill. Serve in sherbet 
glasses. Garnish with whipped 
cream...

Butter, Preserve and Pickle 
Recipes Given by 
Request. 


Rather early as it is, evidently 
some women have begun putting 


up peaches, judging by the re- 
quests that have come in for peach 
preserves, butter and pickles reci- 


pes. 
_ Perhaps hints that peaches are 
not to be. very plentiful or cheap 
this season is the reason. Then, 
again, more and more women are 
putting up a few jars or glasses of 
fruit from time to time, and have 
broken away from the old custom 
of “Do it all in one day, even if it 
half kills me.” é 
Pickled Peaches. 

Three pounds brown sugar. 

Four sticks of cinnamon. 

One quart vinegar. 

Four quarts peaches. 

Cook sugar, cinnamon and vine- 
gar together for 15 minutes. Dip 
peaches one at a time for a mo- 
ment in boiling water, tMen rub off 
skins with a rough cloth. Stick two 
cloves in each peach and simmer 
in the pickling syrup unti] tender, 
cooking a few at a time. Lift out 
of jars, and when all are done boil 
syrup 10 minutes more to thicken, 
then pour over peaches and seal. 

Peach Butter. 

Put the peaches in a wire basket 
and dip them in boiling water a 
few seconds or until the skin slips; 
test By raising the fruit out of the 
water.and rubbing the skin be- 
tween the fingers. Dip the peaches 
into cold water, skin them, and pit 
them. Well-ripened freestone va- 
rieties are best. Mash the pulp and 
cook it in its own juice without 
adding water. If it is rather coarse, 
put it through a colander or coarse 
wire sieve to make a butter of fine 
texture. To each pound of pulp add 
one-half pound of sugar or to each 
measure of pulp one-half measure 
of sugar. Cook rapidly and stir 
constantly until the product is of 
the desired consistency. An asbes- 
tos mat prevents burning. The su- 
gar may be added before cooking 
begins, if desired. Cinnamon, gin- 
ger and allspice added in very small 
quantities at the beginning of cook- 
ing give a nice flavor. The kernels 
of several pits may be cooked eith- 
er whole or sliced in each gallon of 
butter. While boiling hot, pack in 
sterilized jars or glasses with air- 
tight tops. Seal. 

Peach Preserves. 

Select peaches slightly underripe: 
wash thoroughly, pare, cut into 
halves, and remove pits. If cling- 
stones, pare and cut flesh from pits. 
To each pound of peaches use not 
more than one-half cup of water 
(possibly none,) and three-quarters 
to one pound of sugar. Combine 
sugar and fruit in alternate layers 
and allow to stand overnight to ex- 
tract juice. Heat slowly to boiling, 
stirring meanwhile. Or prepare a |, 
syrup, add fruit and boil rapidly. 
Cook until fruit is tender and clear. 
Pour into hot sterilized jars and 
seal. 


LITTLE CHOCOLATE CAKES 


One and one-half cups sifted cake 
flour. 

One and one-half teaspoons bak- 
ing powder. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

Four tablespoons butter or other 
shortening. 

One cup sugar. 

One egg, well beaten. 

Two squares unsweetened choc- 
olate, melted. 

Two-thirds cup milk. 

One teaspoon vanilla. 

Sift flour once, measure, add 
baking powder and salt, and sift 
together three times. Cream butter 
thoroughly, add sugar gradually, 
and cream together until light and 
fluffy. Add egg; then add choco- 
late and blend. Add flour, alter- 
nately with milk, a small amount 
at a time. Beat after each addi- 
tion until smooth. Add vanilla. 
Bake in greased cup-cake pans in 
moderate oven 20 to 25 minutes. 
Makes two dozen small cup cakes.

Nothing better than variety in 
preparing fresh vegetables and corn 
lends itself to all kinds of appetiz- 
ing recipes. 

So much so, that corn on the cob 
and creamed corn which are th 
extent of variety for this Ame 
can favorite in many families, are 
quite put in the shade by the newer 
recipes. 

Then, again, the three following 
suggestions do double duty, for they 
may be served as meat substitutes 
as well as one of the dinner végeta- 
bles. . 

Morn Omelet. 
Three eggs. 
One and one-half cups crumbled 


soda crackers. 

Two cups corn cut from cob. 

One-half cup milk. 

One-half cup grated cheese. 

Two tablespoons butter. 

Beat eggs. Add crumbled crack- 
ers, corn, milk and cheese and mix 
together. Heat butter in frying 
pan. Turn in mixture and cook, 
covered, slowly over a low flame. 
Fold when set. 

Baked Corn and Tomatoes. 

One cup corn, cut ftom cob. 

One and one-half cups canned to- 
matoes, salt and pepper. 

One teaspoon sugar. 

One two-thirds cup crumbled soda 
crackers. 

Two tablespoons butter. 

Combine corn, tomatoes, season- 
ing, sugar and three-fourths of the 
crumbled crackers. Pour into a 
greased casérole, sprinkle with re- 
maining crackers and dot with but- 
ter. Bake in a hot oven 20 min- 
utes, 

Corn Pudding. 

Two cups corn cut from the cob. 

One and one-half cups crumbled 
flake soda crackers. 

Two tablespoons minced onion. 
One and one-half teaspoons salt. 
Three tablespoons butter. 
One teaspoon sugar. 
Two eggs. 
Two cups milk. 
Mix together corn and crumbled 
crackers. Add onion, salt, melted 
butter and sugar. Beat eggs with 
milk and combine with first mix- 
ture. Pour into a greased baking 
dish and bake im a moderate oven 
until firm, about 25 minutes. 

Corn Oysters. 

Two cups cut fresh corn. 

One cup finely rolled coda crack- 
ers, salt and pepper. 

Two eggs, beaten. 

Combine all ingredients and drop 
the batter from a spoon into deep 
hot fat and fry light brown. Makes 
30 corn oysters. 


Cream of Carrot Soup. 

Cook one medium minced onion 
in two tablespoons butter a few 
minutes, but do not brown. Add 
one-half cup bread crumbs, three 
cups soup stock, water in which 
two cups finely chopped carrots 
that have been cooked.

DELINQUENT TAX PAYMENTS* 
IN STATE EXCEED $10,000,000 


Auditor Says Collections Relieve 
Immediate Embarrassment in 
Many School Districts. 

By the Associated Press. 
JEFFERSON CITY, July 28.— 


Missourians paid more than $10,- 
000,000 in delinquent personal and 
real taxes prior to July 1, thus es- 
caping interest, penalties and costs, 
Forrest Smith, State Auditor, said 
today as he-completed a compila- 
tion of receipts. 

Approximately one-half of the 
total collected went to the public 
schools. ; 

The collections amounted to 
more than 27 per cent of all delin- 
quent, State, school, county and 
road taxes. Before the measure 
waiving penalties went into effect, 
the delinquencies amounted to $37,- 

Moniteau County lead in paying 
up, the percentage of that county 
being 50.8. Reynolds County trailed 
with 9.8 per cent. 

Smith recently said that the 
heavy payments had relieved the 
“immediate embarrassment” in 
many school distficts and “changed 
the outlook as to the need for a 
Special session of the Legislature 
which had been suggested to re- 
lieve the situation.”

HE big news comes from Kan-

that he will never kidnap another 
woman. 

This first infliction of the death 
penalty in connection with kidnap- 
ing in the United States, is believed 
by a Kansas City jury, and the 
Prosecuting <Attorney and others, 
to be a step toward discouraging 


kidnaping. 


The man sentenced to death may 
find comfort in the reflection that 
to be killed by hanging does not in- 
flict as much pain on the one killed 
as a kidnaper inflicts on a father 
or mother when he kidnaps a child. 

The hanging of one kidnaper will 
surely discourage kidnaping. Hang- 
ing 50 might interfere with the kid- 
naping industry seriously. 


In Washington, Attorney-General 
Cummings praises the death sen- 
tence, saying to reporters, “that in- 
dicates how the people feel about 
this problem.”

Your inquiries show 
that you appreciate the importance 
of part scores, not only for tourna- 
ment play, where they are as im- 
portant as game and slam hands— 
perhaps more SO, as they result in 
fewer tied scores—but also in rub- 
per play. At the time, it may not 
seem very important whether you 
went down 50 at a contract for 
three odd when two could have 
heen made, or whether the oppon- 
ents were allowed to make two 
hearts when you could have bid 
and made two spades or three 
clubs, or taken a set of one to bid 
them beyond their limit; but if a 
) pmputation were made at the end 
of the vear, it would be found that 
the points thus saved or gained 
would be the equivalent of many 
rubbers. Even to those of my 
readers who never play under} 
match-point scoring, I therefore 
sive this advice: “Handle your 
middie-range bidding with care, and 
be as critical and analytic of the 
results you obtain on these hands 
as vou are when game or slam is 
involved. You cannot neglect these 
part-score hands and be a fine bid- 
ger of Contract.” 

»Two Theories of System Building. 

Observation of the bidding meth- 
ods of my numerous. opponents in 
different events and in different 
communities has given me this im- 
pression: most of them make the 
game bid in a major suit the cen- 
tral point of their bidding, tending 
to treat the lower and higher con- 
tracts as quite subsidiary, though I 
must add that most of them also 
love to gamble on slams. I might 
put it in another way. They seem 
to regard the early bids as mere 
stepping stones which should lead 
to game; when game is seen to be 
impossible, they treat them with 
scorn and more or less leave them 
to their own devices—often not 
ebandoning them at the right stage 
or in the right contract. Slam bids 
re considered as supplementary 
<0 the game bid—spurred on by a 
bid or bids beyond the game level 
és a kind of afterthought based 
more on general optimism over 
high cards than on careful elimina- 
tion of losers and knowledge that 
there is no_faval duplication of val- 
ues in the partnership’s army of 
26 cards, 

I do not underrate the tremen- 
cous importance of game bids, espe- 
cially in rubber play. Undoubtedly, 
It is absolutely sound to concentrate 
on your game bidding, as this is the 
ource of mass production of points. 
uf it were necessary to select one of 
the three groups of bids (partial 
score, game, slam), for preferential 
treatment, it being necessary to sub- 
ordinate the other two, then I agree 
that the game bids would deserve 
the right of way. Your game bid- 
ding must be sound and effective— 
that is vital. However, this effi- 
ciency should not and need not be 
obtained at the expense of your 
partia] score and slam bidding. 

My Point of View. 

I have been playing the games of 
the Whist family for about 40 years 
feainst the best players in many 
lands. I believe that the basis for 
building a bidding system must re- 
fide in the ecards themselves, not in 
the scoring schedule applied to 
them at any one period. I am con- 
Vineed that the same bidding prin- 
taiples must apply to contracts for 
6. 9, 10, 11, 12 or 13 tricks, other- 
wise they cannot be soufid in them- 
se iveg, 

At this day, all bidding theories 
have to be applied under conditions 
which require a contract of three 
ocd in no trumps, four in the 
majors, five in the minors to score 
game (when there is no previous 
score). Let us assume that our law- 
akers enact that two no trumps, 
three in a major and four in a 
sinor shall score game; or that 
Our no trumps, five in a major, six 
in a minor shall be required, or any 
combination’ of these. My system 
Will not require any basic change in 
or.er to cope with any such altered 
conditions. Naturally, sign-offs 
would function a little differently, 
‘nd the Leeway Principle would 
Change its Jevel, but not its nature. 
The essentials would all be the 
same, it is only the application that 
would need some adaptation to new 
Scoring conditions. Unless I felt

Md., are in possession of a ,St. 
Louisan, Mrs. Nettie M. Quynn, 3646 
Hartferd street, whose husband, the 
late Henry Quynn, was the grand. 
nephew of Whittier’s famous hero- 
ine. Because of their great historic 
value they are carefully safeguard- 
ed in a safe deposit vault. 

Mr. Quynn, who died 10 years 
ago, had lived in the home of his 
great-aunt. After her death, not 
long after the incident made im- 
mortal in Whittier’s poem, which 
bears her name, he was given many 
of the family heirlooms which he 
brought with him to St. Louis. 


Oddly enough, these include her 
smelling salts bottle, though Whit- 
tier’s heroine, when she defied the 
Confederate troops, was the last 
woman, one would suspect, to stand 
in need of smelling salts. Quynn 
often referred to his grand-aunt as 
a charitable and kindly soul, but ab- 
solutely positive and determined in 
her beliefs. 

He also told the story of the visit 
of the Confederate troops, as the 
family tradition has it—not as 
Whittier wrote the tale in his 
verses, nor yet as it was told by 
Clyde Fitch in his drama, “Barbara 
Frietchie,” which starred Julia 
Marlowe, and which is the basis of 
that operetta version of the story, 
“My Maryland,” which Municipal 
Opera presents next week. 

All her married life, he said, Bar- 
bara Frietchie had an American 
flag hanging above her bed. On 
that September morning the Con- 
federate troops invested the town. 
At liberty they loafed about the 
streets. They went so far as to sit 
down on her front stoop. 

The real Barbara Frietchie was 
then 95 years old. She didn’t like 
the new fangled idea of secession: 
she who had met George Washing- 
ton; she who remembered the day 
of the Declaration of Independence. 
She took the flag off the wall. With 
it in one hand and her broom in 
the other, she went to the front 
door. : 

“Shame on you,” she said, as she 
flung it open, and busying herself 
with the broom swept them off the 
doorstep. 

- Of course, it isn’t a woman of 
$5 who is the heroine of “My Mary- 
land.” Marion Claire, who appears 
as Barbara Frietchie, is a girl of 
the age of the Barbara when she 
met George Washington. But, when 
she appears on the stage next Mon- 
day night, she will wear Barbara 
Frietchie’s own shawl, which Mrs. 
Quynn has loaned because of her 
interest in Municipal Opera and its 
success. 

Although the real Barbara 
Frietchie probably never saw Stone- 
wall Jackson, there was historic 
basis for the poem with which 
John Greenleaf Whittier made her 
immortal. She had lived through 
the days of the Revolution, being 
10 years old when John Hancock’s 
name led all the rest in the signa- 
tures to the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. She had_ entertained 
Gen. Washington, or at least had

helped entertain him when he 
stopped overnight in 1791 at Fred- 
erick Tavern. She had lived through 
the trying times of the War of 1812, 
when the Eastern coast was rav- 
aged by the invader. She was a 
woman old, yet active, at the time 
of the Mexican War. From the day 
America first flung her flag she 
had known and loved “The Stars 
and Stripes.” 

And, when the war came between 
the states, she looked back upon 
the history of her country and de- 
clared for one nation, free and in- 
divisible. The town of Frederick 
was a German settlement, named, 
by the way, for Frederick, son of 
Lord Baltimore, Maryland’s found- 
er. Barbara Frietchie was not a 
native of the place. She had been 
born Dec. 3, 1766, in Lancaster, Pa. 
When she flung her banner in the 
face of the Confederates in the 
streets of Frederick on the tenth 
day of September, 1862, she was not 
“four score years and 10,” as Whit- 
tier has it, but four score years and 
15. She was 95 years of age. In 
December, 1862, shortly after her 
ninety-sixth birthday, she died. 

* 7. « 
T in Frederick on that Sept. 10, 
1862, but Stonewall Jackson 
was not at their head. By a cir- 
cuitous route he had left the town. 
But there were jeers and threats as 
the Southern troops passed her lit- 
tle home, yet for some reason the 
flag was permitted to remain. It 
continued to fly from her window 
until, on Sept. 12, Frederick was oc- 
cupied by Federal troops under 

command of Gen. Reno. 

Reno was at the head of a de- 
tachment of McClellan’s army. His 
men were tired, dispirited, disheart- 
ened. Then, in the heart of that 
Maryland town they found the wel- 
come of “Old Glory,” an aged wom- 
an leaning from her window as she 
waved it. - 

They raised a shout—those sol- 
diers, and Barbara Frietchie came 
to her door, flag in hand, to wel- 
come them. Gen. Reno and his aids 
dismounted to pay tribute to her 
loyalty. The excited troops broke

ranks to cheer her. Gen. Reno 
asked for the flag as a souvenir. 
Barbara would not part with it, but 
presented him with a larger one, 
which was carried at the head of 
his cheering troops as they marched 
down the narrow street. 

Two days later Reno was killed 
in the battle of South Mountain. 
His men wrapped his body in Bar- 
bara Frietchie’s flag and sent it to 
his home. The flag remained with 
his family, long a treasured pos- 
session. 

Three months later Barbara 
Frietchie, herself, had joined the 
great and silent majority. Her death 
is recorded in the family Bible, in 
Mrs. Quynn’s possession, in these 
words: “Died, Thursday, the 18th 
December, 1862, at 6 o’clock p. m., 
Barbara Frietchie.” 


Perhaps, it was deliberately that 
Clyde Fitch misspelled the name of 
Whittier’s heroine. He chose to 
consider Barbara Frietchie as a 
type of the heart-torn woman of 
the Civil War period, rather than 
as a historic character, endeavor- 
ing, as he said, “to picture in an 
imaginary story some of the spirit 
and atmosphere of a certain period 
of our history, using the personal- 
ity of Barbara Frietchie. as best 
lending itself to his purpose.” The 
real Barbara’s name, as the Bible 
discloses, was Fritchie, and the 
record of her marriage to John 
Caspar Fritchie. And one might 
question the spelling there, since 
the Bible, was published in 1815, 
were it not that the book belonged 
to the husband who wrote his name 
“John Caspar Fritchie” on its fly= 
leaf. According to the record Bar- 
bara did not marry until she was 
40. Her husband was a_  glove- 
maker, who died Nov. 10, 1849.
